Supreme  Court  Explains  Objectives 


The  Supreme  Court  has  been  organized  on 
this  campus  to  aid  the  students  in  maintaining 
an  efficient,  well-operated  student  government. 
As  students  at  the  BYU  we  have  a greater  op- 
portunity for  self-government  than  do  many 
of  the  student  bodies  on  the  other  great  cam- 
puses of  our  country. 

This  does  not  mean  that  we  have  any  magic 
power  over  the  administration,  nor  should  it 
mean  this,  but  it  does  mean  that  the  students 
should  take  every  opportunity  to  use  and  bene- 
fit from  those  areas  of  self-government  that 
they  have. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  a "student  court  was 
instituted;  it  is  a student’s  check  on  student 
government. 

The  court  is  prepared  to  hear  all  cases  aris- 
ing under  the  constitution,  laws,  and  decisions 
of  all  studentbody  officers.  Read  the  constitu- 
tion, be  aware  of  its  content,  and  what  your 
student  representatives  are  doing. 

If  you  feel  as  if  the  student  government  has 
not  given  you  what  it  should,  or  has  deprived 
you  of  any  of  your  rights  or  privileges  as  a 
student  at  the  BYU,  then  you  have  the  right  to 
question  the  action  taken. 

1.  Pick  up  three  copies  of  the  complaint 


form  in  the  student  coordinator’s  office. 

2.  Fill  it  out  by  typewriter  in  triplicate. 

3.  Deposit  all  three  copies  in  the  Supreme 
Court  box  in  the  Student  Coordinator’s  office. 

4.  Wait  for  official  notice  of  trial,  time,  and 
place. 

5.  Come  and  present  your  case  according  to 
the  instructions  that  will  be  given  you. 

Court  sessions  will  be  held  spring  quarter 
every  second  and  fourth  Thursdays  at  8 p.m. 
in  the  Law  Library  of  the  Joseph  Smith  Build- 
ing. 

To  be  eligible,  a case  must  be  filed  at  least 
fifteen  days  prior  to  the  next  court  session  to 
allow  proper  time  for  processing  and  for  prep- 
aration on  the  part  of  all  parties  involved. 

The  ASBYU  Supreme  Court  is  fully  or- 
ganized and  ready  to  help  the  student  in  the 
maintainance  of  his  government. 

The  only  way  in  which  the  Supreme  Court 
can  take  action  is  when  you  the  studentbody 
call  on  it  through  the  prescribed  procedure 
outlined  above.  We  are  ready  and  willing  to 
serve  you  when  you  need  us.

Tibet  Revolt  Puts  Nehru  on  Hotseot 


Ed  Note:  This  is  one  of  several  interpreta- 
tive articles,  written  by  a BYU  faculty  mem- 
ber which  will  appear  in  the  Daily  Universe. 
Today’s  article,  dealing  with  Tibetan  turmoil, 
was  was  written  by  Dr.  Robert  Riggs,  Asst. 
Professor  in  the  Dept,  of  Political  Science. 

The  recent  Tibetan  revolt  and  fierce  retalia- 
tion by  the  Peking  Communist  regime  have 
demonstrated  anew  for  Jawaharlal  Nehru  that 
the  way  of  the  moralist  in  international  politics 
is  hard.  The  eruption  of  a new  “Hungary”  on 
the  lofty,  wind-swept  Central  Asian  plateau  is 
not  likely  to  bring  any  substantial  modificatiqn 
in  the  neutralist  foreign  policies  of  India. 

But  it  cannot  avoid  bringing  new  embar- 
rassment to  the  Pandit  Nehru  who  once  again 
falls  victim  to  the  maxim  that  expediency  and 
principle  cannot  remain  perpetually  united  in 
the  foreign  policy  of  any  country. 

Neutralism  in  the  East-West  struggle  is  a 
policy  so  fundamental  to  Indian  national  in- 
terest that  Nehru  cannot  possibly  afford  to 
change  now  because  of  the  regrettable  but 
nevertheless  transitory  events  in  Tibet.  Neu- 
tralism brings  India  the  best  from  both  worlds. 

While  receiving  nearly  a billion  dollars  in 
American  aid  since  1955,  India  has  had  over 
300  million  dollars  from  members  of  the  Com- 
munist bloc. 

INDIA  WATCHES  TIBET 

India  carries  on  a thriving  international 
trade  with  both  areas. 

Both  sides  curry  Indian  diplomatic  support 
in  the  United  Nations  and  in  their  dealings  with 
the  problems  on  Asia.  Non-alignment  with 
the  West  helps  to  keep  friction  with  China  to  a 
minimum. 

Non-alignment  also  makes  possible  cordial 


and  profitable  relations  with  the  Soviet  colos- 
sus, which  is  separated  from  India  only  by  the 
narrow  eastern  finger  of  Afghanistan.  At  the 
same  time,  the  Indian  government  is  aware 
that  in  case  of  conflict  with  the  Communist 
bloc,  support  from  the  United  States  would 
quickly  be  forthcoming. 

India  cannot  affort  to  sacrifice  this  enviable 
position  out  of  sympathy  for  Tibetans  or  moral 
abhorrence  of  Chinese  action. 

Nevertheless  the  Tibetan  crisis  reveals  all  too 
clearly  the  discrepancy  between  professed  prin- 
ciple and  actual  practice  in  Indian  foreign 
)licy. 

NEHRU’S  POLICY  PEACE 
Nehru  has  repeatedly  placed  his  policy — at 
the  verbal  level — on  the  high  ground  of  peace, 
anti-imperialism,  self-determination  of  peoples, 
and  opposition  to  aggression.  China’s  action 
in  Tibet,  to  most  Western  and  neutral  observ- 
ers, appears  to  violate  every  one  of  these 
principles. 

Consistency  would  have  dictated  a prompt, 
vigorous  denunciation  of  Chinese  action  in 
Tibet,  just  as  Nehru  sprang  verbally  into  the 
breach  when  Egypt  was  invaded  in  the  fall  of 
1956.  Apparently  the  Indian  government  will 
temporize,  as  it  did  in  the  Hungarian  crisis, 
unless  the  proximity  of  Tibet  leads  to  an  inci- 
dent involving  Indian  territory  and  armed 
forces. 

• Nehru  can  scarcely  be  condemned  for  his 
equivocal  position  in  the  present  crisis.  Indian 
interest  which  should  take  precedence  over 
idealistic  pronouncements,  demands  it.  But  the 
fact  remains  that  in  his  efforts  to  keep  prin- 
ciple and  expediency  united,  Nehru  is  currently 
suffering  from  a bad  case  of  gap-osis.
